1950 EGG OUTLOOK 

Here is the question all poult- 
rymen are asking this month, 
“What is the egg outlook for 
1950?” 

Economists of the United Sta- 
tes Department of Agriculture 
say the best way to estimate 
changes in egg supplies is to take 
into consideration the number 
of laying hens and pullets on 
farms the first of January. They 
estimate that farmers will have 
three to four percent more po- 
tential layers on farms January 
1 than they had the first of 1949. 
Then with feed and labor plenti- 
ful, there will probably be more 
eggs the first six or eight mon- 
ths of 1950 than during the early 
part of 1949. 

One other prospect for 1950 is 
that farmers are likely to start 
a smaller number of chicks in 
the spring, and, because of this, 
fewer eggs will be available late 
next year. 

“tf the forecasts are correct,” 
says John P. Weeks, poultry spe- 
cialists, “1950 should be a good 
year for Alabama poultrymen 
who follow a good egg produc- 
tion program. The local County 
Agent has complete details on 
such a program.

But suppose the Spirit had never 
come? What would have happened? 
Sooner or later the little band would 
have grown tired of waiting, would 
have given up faith in Jesus’ prom- 
ise, would have drifted off one by 
one, and the Christian church would 
have died after it wag born.

We must remember that St. 
Paul met with much the same 
questions. Did a man have to 
Speak in strange tongues to be 
sure he had the Holy Spirit? 
Fortunately, Paul stated in so 
many words what the fruits of 
the Spirit are: Love, joy, peace 
.». Look up the rest of it in Gal, 


5322-23, 


You may take. St. Paul's in- 
spired word for it: If you ever see a 
church, a Christian group, that is 
notable for love, joy, peace... 
gentleness, goodness, faith... you 
may be sure the Holy Spirit is there. 
We do not gather grapes from thorns 
nor figs from thistles, Jesus says. 

You don't have the fruits of the 
Spirit without having the Spirit. And 
that is Power. Said a great Austral- 
ian preacher: Show me a church 
where the members treat one an- 
other with more real love than the 
people outside the church treat one 
another, and you will find men 
crowding the doors of that church to 
get in, 


How Can We Get 
the Holy Spirit? 
E CANNOT GET the Spirit by 
wishing ourselves back in the 
first century. We can have the Holy 
Spirit now, on the same terms as 
always. There are no new condi- 
tions, no complicated rules, no ap- 
plication blanks to fill out. Jesus 
said: God will give the Holy Spirit 
to them that ask him; Paul said: 
Covet earnestly the best gifts. 
| 


In any church, if there is 
even a small group who want 
the power of God in their lives, 
who want his power for the 
church, that little group can 
change that church and change 
the community. Power passes 
through a wire when one end 
of it is attached to a dynamo 
and the other end to 2 ma- 
chine that is doing some work. 


Prayer—that is the touch with 
God. Service—that is the link with 
man. So power will flow through 
the Church when at one end it is 
in touch with God, and at the other 
end it is doing something real for 
human needs.

venience of enduring a_ nice little 
controlled cold, of having aches 
and sneezes charted by eager 
selentists, hasn't discouraged” vol- 
unteers,

'ted to the literature of cold re- 
| search has filled many fat volumes, 


Could Use Chimps 

‘We could use chimpanzees,” 
hospital officials say, “but they are 
more expensive to get and support 
than human volunteers.” 

Certain conditions are attached 
to the paid honeymoon or holiday

Volunteers are paid three shil- 
lings (about 42 cents) a day and 
are entitled to a pint of free beer, 
They live in comfortable, prefabri- 
cated apartments with radios and 
telephones.

Agronomist Claims America 
Could Feed 200 Millions 


MILWAUKEE.-—-According to one 
expert in the field, America has 
nothing to worry about in the mat- 
ter of feeding its rapidly-increasing 
population. Firman E, Bear, re- 
tiring president of the American 
society of agronomy, said that this 
nation can easily feed a population 
of 200 million. 

‘We need have no fear whatever 
of any lack of capacity to feed our- 
selves permanently in accordance 
with our desires,’’ he said. Con- 
tinuing, he pointed out, ‘fall we 
have to do is make continuing use 
of the abundant resources at our 
command," 

To step up food producing for an 
estimated 200 million persons by 
the year 2,000, Bear said the nation 
could: 

Irrigate from 23 to 31 million 
acres of arid and semiarid land, 
perhaps using distilled sea water 
for some projects. i 

Drain 18 million acres of swamps, 

Increase yields per acre of corn, 
wheat and other crops by use of 
fertilizers, chemical insect killers 
and disease control and better 

varieties. 

Increase soil conservation. 

Increase milk production by use 
of artificial insemination and of 
hormones to stimulate conception, 
mammary development and milk 
secretion, 

Raise the annual fish catch by 
50 per cent by the construction of 
fish ponds and tripling their yield 
of 200 pounds per acre with proper 
management, 

Use more efficiéntly the ener- 
gies of the sun, water and atom,

Wets Water Wetter

if anybody has water that is not 
wet enough the Elba Fire De- 
partment has something that 
will make it wetter. The fire de- 
partment has just received a five 
gallon can of Urox which it is 
claimed will make water wetter 
by mixing with the ordinary 
liquid. 

It is claimed that the Urox- 
treated water will extinguish 
small blazes much more satisfac- 
torily than regular water. The 
fire department ordered five 
gallons of the liquid to try it out.

If it proves effective, it should 
be a great aid to the fire fight- 
ers, enabling them to extinguish 
small blazes before they become 
large fires.

HIGHER COTTON YIELDS 
Farmers should make plans
